Sarah Emma Edmonds, born 
in Canada, enlisted in the Sec- 
ond Michigan Infantry Regi- 
ment in Flint, Michigan in 
April 1861, under the name of 
Franklin Thompson. For two 
years she served as a soldier, 
scout, brigade postmaster and 
staff orderly until an illness re- 
vealed her identity. She served 
out the war as a nurse. Moving 
to Texas, she married .Linus 
Seelye, and was known locally 
as Emma Seelye. She was 
granted a US government pen- 
sion for her service during the 
war and became a member of 
the George B. McClellan Post, 
Grand Army of the Republic, 
becoming the only female 
member of the GAR. Sarah 
wrote a book, Nurse and Spy in 
the Union Army about her sol- 
diering experiences during the 
war. Many of her papers are 
housed in the Rice University 
Archives. Her exploits are 
mentioned in two state histori- 
cal markers - one in Houston, 
Texas at the Washington, 
Cemetery and one in Flint, Mi- 
chigan, at the Genessee County 
Courthouse where she enlisted 


‘as Franklin Thompson. 


Sarah died in 1898 and was 
buried in Washington Cemet- 
ery next to her Comrades of the 
war.

Irish records bn as 
in the USA 

The scarcity of early records 
in Ireland makes searching for 
Irish ancestry before 1900 dif- 
ficult. The answers will often 
be found in American records 
of births, marriages and deaths. 
Information on death records 
was standardized to include the 
names of the decedent’s pa- 
rents in 1910. This vital clue 
can help solidify a link to the 
Irish home parish or townland 
and bridge another generation. 
The death records do not state 
the exact birthplace in Ireland, 
but other sources - naturaliza- 
tion records, tombstone in- 
scriptions, published works 
such as The Famine Immi- 
grants, all of which often list 
exact parishes or townlands of 
origin - can frequently be used 
to determine an immigrant’s 
birthplace. The name of the 
cemetery appears on the death 
records. Plot listings in cemet- 
ery records and/or nearby 
tombstones may identify other 
relatives, City directories, with 
names and addresses for most 
households are available for 
many towns and cities. Irish 
parish registers, censuses and 
tombstone inscriptions are the 
next sources to check. Irish 
death records are only kept 
from 1864 and do not give the 
parent’s names. Such records 
often help identify an Irish im- 
migrant as the sibling of some- 
one who remained in Ireland.

To date, I have presented an in-depth study of the National Library of 
Scotland and how it can assist you in researching Scottish ancestors of 
long ago. 

How to contact the library

Here are some ideas you may use to research the library even though 
you live in the United States. If your name is Anderson or you are a mem- 
ber of the Clan MacLeod Society or one of its sept families: Beaton, Ma- 
cAulay, etc., simply write or fax the library asking if they have a geneal- 
ogy or family history book of the name in which you are interested. 

Further, ask the librarian if they have such a publication to make a copy 
of its index pages and its title page. Ask for a quotation as to the cost...to 
include AIRMAIL postage. 

Give the llibrarian as much information about the name you are seek- 
ing. They may have other reference sources about the family you seek on 
microfilm. 

If, from your family researching, you believe your relatives lived in a 
certain Scottish area at a certain date - contact the Map Library and ex- 
plain your requirements. They are accustomed to answering enquiries 
from those who have little or no knowledge of maps. They offer fast re- 
trieval of maps in closed stacks: one million Ordnance Survey maps of the 
British Isles, from the 19th century to the present day. Also special collec- 
tions of Scottish maps, road and mountain maps. The scale on many Ord- 
nance Maps is one inch equals one mile. Thus, many of the early farms- 
teads may be identified by name. Also, it will show early kirks, long since 
destroyed, which may offer valuable site location information. 

How much will this cost? Plain paper photocopies about letter size cost 
about 30 cents each. If copies are made from some ancient book, they 
must use special equipment to avoid damaging the book. Since this is spe- 
cial handling the price is slightly higher, but easily affordable. 

The library is bound by copyright regulations which might be a prob- 
lem on some copy requiests. On mosts ancient books and documents this 
is not much of a problem. Minimum charges: Manuscripts, all orders, 2 
pounds per order; printed books and maps, all orders received by post 1 
pound per order. 


When you make your informational request, don’t expect a 24 hour re- 
ply. The Library staff is geared to a most efficient level of service. How- 
ever, it does require time for searching and reply by mail. 
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If you enjoy researching Scottish historical events, the library offers 
broad opportunities. Example: I have copies of pages from The Gentle- 
men’s Magazine dated February 1746, together with copies of the 1745 
monthly editions. This publication, by factual “on the spot” news report- 
ing, has a modem day counterpoint: The Wall Street Journal or Newsweek 
Magazine, etc. 

These articles, from the above 1745, 1746 publications report in great 
detail names, dates, places. Examples: “Rebels’ Account of the Battle of 
Falkirk,” “Accounts of the Motions of the Rebels and of the King’s For- 
ces.” From the London Gazette: “Progress of the King’s Forces in Scot- 
land” and “The Battle of Culloden...those killed and wounded (British, 
some Scots)...stores and ordnance captured.” “List of prisoners aboard his 
Majesty’s ship, the Sheerness. For the prisoners tried at York, the defen- 
dant’s name, his plea and verdict given. Reproductions, such as these, 
contain a multitude of interesting details usually ignored when some au- 
thor writes a book on the subject. 

Many of the Scottish historical books written one hundred or so years 
ago contain authorities and references of even older publications. Study 
these lists. If you see something you believe might assist in your research- 
ing...write to the National Library and ask if such a publication is on file. 
If so, order copies of its contents. You may only need one or two chapters. 

One summer, I visited and photographed Rosslyn Chapel. Later, upon 
my return home, I realized my notes on some areas of its history were in- 
complete. I contacted the National Library from “An Illustrated Guide of 
Rosslyn Chapel” dated 1899, I had copies made of the complete publica- 
tion. I received some 74 4 1/2 x 7 inch pages of detailed notes as well as 
building diagrams and construction details. 


If you are a historical military buff, you might order copies of the “His- 
torical Chronicle” dated June 1746. My copy contains an extract of a let- 
ter from an officer of the Army dated at Fort Augustus, June 5, 1746: “Af- 
ter the battle of Culloden, his royal highness began with the rebels in a 
gentle, paternal way, with soft admonitions, and a gracious promise of 
pardon and protection to all the common people who would bring in their 
arms and submit to mercy. Some took this opportunity, and were dis- 
miss’d in peace with protection to their habitations: But a great numbers, 
especially the Camerons, Macdonalds, Grants and Frasers, were perfidi- 
ous, often promised to surrender, appointing their own time and and as of- 
ten broke their words; which has oblig’d his royal highness to lay the rod 
more heavy on them, by carrying fire and sword thro’ their country, and 
driving off their cattle, which we bring to our camp in great quantities, 
‘sometimes 2,000 in a drove. They are greatly surprised to find our sol- 
diers climb over their rocks and mountains full as nimble as they can 
themselves, and to bring cattle from places which they deem’d inaccessi- 
ble to us. In short, we have detachments at present in all parts of the high- 
lands; and the people are deservedly in a most deplorable way, and must 
perish either by sword or famine...A just reward for traitors.”

Grandma’s jewelry 
box. Agate! 


Agate, a variety of quartz, 
can be colored in layered 
stripes or be clear and color- 
less. It was Queen Victoria 
who saw the beauty in the little 
known treasure and fashioned 
agate into some of the most 
sought-after jewelry in all of 
England after her first visit to 
Scotland in 1842. 

When Scottish agate became 
the rage, it was often given as a 
pledge of love for an engage- 
ment or as a wedding gift. 
Most gold-set Scottish agate 
pieces were crafted in London. 
Wealthy Londoners would 
travel to Scotland for silver-set 
agate and have them remade in 
fine gold in London. Many of 
the best Scottish jewelers set up 
shop also in London to reach a 
wider and more monied 
audience. 

Some agate jewelry carries a 
hallmark, such as a crown, 
makers date, karat stamp, or 
lion passant. This national tre- 
asure ceased to be made in the

Leading the way in the Un- 
ited States for the recognition 
and protection of tartans is the 
International Association of 
Tartan Studies (TECA). Presi- 
dent Bill Johnston has submit- 
ted several tartans to the US 
Copyright Office. Some of 
these have been accepted for 
copyright and others have been 
rejected as non-copyrightable. 

Finally, after some confu- 
sion concerning the Little tar- 
tan, the Copyright Office in- 
vited Johnston to make a pre- 
sentation to their legal 
department. Accompanied by 
tartan authority, J.C.. Thomp- 
son, Johnston made his pitch 
on July 26, 1994 to twenty 
copyright examiners and sev- 
eral agency attorneys. Accord- 
ing to Johnston, “Our presenta- 
tion opened up a whole new 
world to them which they never 
knew existed. They were very 
interested in the whole concept 
of tartan, asked intelligent 
questions, and even stayed

when their quitting time rolled 
around.” 

But, even after the presenta- 
tion, Johnston, in talking with 
the examiners, was given the 
impression that a simple tartan 
such as Wallace would not be 
copyrightable. A complex pat- 
tern, such as Royal Stewart, 
would appear to the examiners 
to be more creative and there- 
fore copyrightable. How many 
lines or colors constitute crea- 
tivity was not defined and that 
would be addressed on an indi- 
vidual basis. 

Interested though the Copyr- 
ight Office might have been, it 
appears that a definitive and 
clear-cut policy regarding the 
copyrighting of tartans is not 
yet a reality.

The National Genealogical 
Society, with the support of the 
Federation of Genealogical So- 
cieties, advises you to be on the 
alert when considering the 
purchase of products based sol- 
ely on sumames. 

Coats of Arms: Several 
companies sell coats of arms or 
“ancestral arms” for thousands 
of sumames. Some employ ar- 
tists to design original coats of 
arms; other adapt coats of arms 
found in books. Coats of arms 
purchased in shopping malls or 
by mail order are most likely 
not related in any way to the 
purchaser’s ancestry. Rules on 
the use of authentic coats of 
arms differ. You may right- 
fully use British coats of arms 
only if you can trace your ance- 
stry through the male line di- 
rectly to the man who was first 
granted that coat of arms. To 
ensure authenticity, you should 
register your arms with the En- 
glish College of Heralds or the 
Scottish Lord Lyon, King of 
Arms. 

History of your surname: A 
number of companies sell certi- 
ficates or books that sup- 
posedly detail the history of 
your surname. Some also sell 
lists of addresses for people 
with the same last name. These 
companies mass-produce their 
products, changing only a few 
details to make them appear 
different. Information about 
various individuals who simply 
share a surname is neither a 
family history nor a form of ge- 
nealogy. Unless your surname 
is unique, you should not as- 
sume that people with the same 
last name are your relatives.

than 80 historic South Carolina 
Revolutionary War documents, 
missing for most of this cen- 
tury, have been discovered and 
returned to the state archives. 

The documents, dated 1873 
and bearing the names and sig- 
natures of some of the state’s 
most important founders, were 
spotted in a Columbia antique 
shop. 

They are now being returned 
to the state’s archive of more 
than 300 years of historical do- 
cuments at the SC Department 
of Archives & History. 

The records are called in- 
dents, short for “indentures.” 
The name comes from the way 
the records were cut out of a 
book with an irregular, 
scalloped-shaped pattern. This 
created a stub with unique in- 
dentations that could be 
matched with the contract later 
to verify its authenticity. 

According to archives Se- 
nior Historian Charles Lesser, 
the state used them after the 
way tO pay private citizens for 
goods and services provided 
during the Revolution. 

The names on some of the 
indents read like a roll call of 
Palmetto state history. Charles 
Drayton, Thomas Horry, John 
Huger and John Chesnut were 
once owners of some of the 
indents, 

The historic documents al- 
most remained missing. Arc- 
hives officials learned of there 
whereabouts when a local his- 
tory buff saw them for sale ina 
Columbia antique shop. 

The papers belonged to Col- 
umbia resident, Jacob Baker, 
who was selling some of his 
father’s belongings in his 
mother’s store. 

“Back in the 1920s or 1930s, 
my grandfather and dad pur- 
chased some furniture at an es- 
tate auction. They found these 
old papers stuck in a cabinet 
they bought. . Fortunately, my 
dad has always been a packrat, 
and saved all the old docu- 
ments,” Baker said. 


Revolutionary discovery fills gap 
in South Carolina Archives collection 


Archives staff members are 
currently sorting and catalog- 
ing the papers. The documents 
are yellowed and brittle with 
age. Laboratory technicians at 
the archives will treat the docu- 
ments to remove acid and dirt 
from the paper and to prevent 
further damage. 

The archives will then make 
the information in the docu- 
ments available to historians 


_ and researchers. They can use 


it to learn more about life in 
South Carolina during the Re- 
volutionary War era.

Laser research 
at Rosslyn Chapel 

The mysteries at Rosslyn 
Chapel in Scotland are being 
slowly unfolded. Recently, 
John Larson, head of sculpture 
conservation at the National 
Museum & Galleries on 
Merseyside, Scotland, said 
that, “The stone surface in 
Rosslyn Chapel is flaking 
badly.” 

He has a team working now 
at the Chapel utilizing the mod- 
ern technology of lasers. As 
they surgically remove the 
scale and dirt Mr. Larson spoke 
of the thrill of secured eye of a 
carved face suddenly peering at 
them. 


According to the Ministry of 
Works of Ancient Monuments, 
the stonework at Rosslyn 
Chapel was cleaned and pre- 
served in 1954. Prior to this, 
time and nature’s elements had 


_ caused some of the stone to be- 


come “covered by algae” and 
to be blackened by dampets, 
dirt, decay and colowelos. 


The recommended treatment 
at that time was to “scrub down 
with stiff bristle scrubbers, us- 
ing a solution of 0.880 ammo- 
nia and water.”

John Perrott of 5, Shepherds

that the phrase “Scotland Wei 
Hei” comes from the line in a 
Robert Burns poem which goes 
Scots Wha’ ha’e wi’ Wallace 
bled. The original query in the 
last Family Treg came from 
Phil Nitzberg of Kerrville, TX. 
Mr. Perrott writes that he has 
contacted Mr. Nitzbert with 
this information: The transla- 
tion of the Burns phrase into 
more standard English would 
be “Scots who have with Wal- 
lace bled.” 

Wallace was Sir William 
Wallace (1270-1305). He was 
described as the chief inspira- 
tion of the Scottish resistance 
to the English King Edward the 
First. He and his “army” 
fought at the same time as 
Robert Bruce (later King

Robert) but was more success- 
ful in that Wallace fought on 
after Robert’s surrender and he 
drove the English out of Scot- 
land and south as far as 
Berwick and York. 


Later, Edward raised a big- 
ger English army and defeated 
Wallace at Falkirk; he escaped 
and fled to France. On his later 
return to Scotland he was not 
able to repeat his earlier mili- 
tary success and he was eventu- 
ally betrayed, captured and 
beheaded. 


Ed note: It might be noted 
here that John Perrott was sta- 
tioned at Spence Field near 
Moultrie, Georgia during 
World War II - as were many 
RAF flyers. Mr. Perrott con- 
tinues to be a great friend of 
Moultrie and of the Odom 
Library!

In 1920, his mother, Emma 
Balsiger, emigrated to the Un- 
ited States from Switzerland 
and apparently landed also at 
the Port of New York. They 
both worked in the Waldorf 
Astoria Hotel in New York. 
Mr. Smith worked as a pastry 
chef in the kitchen and Miss 
Balsiger was a maid for the 
hotel. 

In 1923, they both moved to 
Florida’ from New York and 
settled in Golden Gate (Martin 
Co.), Florida and were married. 

They opened a restaurant and 

rooming house that seemed to 
prosper. Highway US 1 was 
projected to pass the property 
by at the last minute, the loca- 
tion of the highway was moved 
a few miles westward and the 
business started to suffer be- 
cause of the relocation of the 
highway. Mrs. Smith got in 
touch with her sister, Rosalie 
(Belsiger) Hecker, New York, 
and asked her to come to Flor- 
ida to help out - which she did. 
Rosalie later divorced her first 
husband and remarried a Mr. 
Friffo. 

In 1926, the Florida Boom 
burst - and the Smith’s business 
suffered badly. 

During this time, Isabell 


“Belle” Brandon, a former - 


vaudeville comedienne and 
winter visitor to Palm Beach 
was a frequent visitor to the re- 
staurant in West Palm Beach 


__and took a liking to the Smith’s 


son, Emest, who was about 
three years old. She offered to 
take care of Ernest while the 
family was having such diffi- 
cult times. About this same 
time - 23 April 1926, husband 
















William Smith disappeared 
from Golden Gate, Florida. 

Later, Belle Brandon asked 
permission to adopt Emest. 
‘The mother consented, but ap- 
parently thought it was a tem- 
porary adoption. Mrs. Brandon 
took the child and disappeared. 
Mrs. Smith later found out that 
Belle and Emest were in Holly- 
wood and tried to contact her, 
but could not locate her. Over 
the years, Mrs. Smith hired pri- 
vate detectives to track down 
her son, Ernest. 

In the 29 January 1930 Palm 
Beach Times newspaper, there 
is an article about how Mrs. 
Smith saw her lost son, now 
known as Billie Brandon, play- 
ing a part in the movie Strong 


Boy with Victor McLaughlin. . 


Later, Billie Brandon ap- 
pears in many Our Gang mo- 
vies under the name of 
“Spanky” McFarland”. It 
seems there were many boys 
selected to play “Spanky” and 
it appears that one of the first to 
play this role was Ernest 
(Smith) Brandon, known in 
Hollywood as Billie Brandon. 

Any information is appre- 
ciated in regard to Ernest Wil- 
liam Smith with the adopted 
name of James Archibald 
Brandon. _

The landsmanshaftn were in- 
dependent and secular organi- 
zations that provided refuge 
and security to immigrants. A 
recent publication, Bridges to 
An American City, A Survey of 
Chicago's Landsmanshaftn 
(sic), 1870-1990, is the first 
study of the landsmanshaftn 
done in English in a major city 
since a WPA survey was com- 
pleted in NYC in 1938. More 
than 2700 names are included 
in this history which chronicles 
the establishment and evolu- 
tion of the hundreds of city 
landsmanshaftn in Chicago. 
The author, Sidney Sorkin, is a 
former teacher who has pub- 
lished articles in many Jewish 
journals. The book sells for 
$65.95 plus $3.00 s/h for the 
first book and $1.50 for each 
additional book.

German-Jewish Communal Histories 

Since the 50th anniversary of the Kristallnacht Reichspogrom in 1988, the number of German-Jewish com- 
munal histories has increased significantly, according to the Leo Baeck News, No. 60, Winter 1993. It is inter- 
esting to note that before 1933, these community histories were written by Jewish historians - and since the late 
1960s, many of these histories are by non-Jewish authors who are archivists, doctoral candidates, teachers, stu- 
dents and local historians. Most of the authors have established contacts with the Jewish emigrants from their 
home towns who have survived. I have several examples of these publications. In Kassel, Germany, I pur- 
chased Namen und Schicksale der Juden Kassels 1933-1945, Ein Gedenbuck, at the State Museum of Kassel. 
Even though it is not a communal history of early Kassel, but a memorial book to those who perished in the 
Holocaust, it was compiled by non-Jews at the State Archives and the museum curator of the Jewish exhibit 
was a non-Jewish doctoral student. A family friend gave me Judische Gemeinde Neuwied, which he received 
from his cousin, Juan Gunter Ransenberg, in Mexico. Written by Franz Regnery, it was published in 1988 by 
Deutsch-Israelischer Freundeskreis Neuwied. It includes the town history, individual histories with many pic- 
tures, religious and secular life stories, Holocaust fates of those who perished, personal interviews of survivors 
and registers of people, professions and places. It is one of the most complete communal histories I’ve ever 
read and I only wish my family came from there! 

While in Stuttgart in 1992 for my fathers reunion with other Jewish citizens who survived, my parents pur- 
chased Erinnerungen und Zeugnisse Judischer Geschichte in Baden-Wurttemberg, by Joachim Hahn, pub- 
lished by Konrad Theiss Verlag, Stuttgart, 1988. It is a big reference book (over 600 pages with 581 pictures, 
diagrams and maps) about the Jews in the Baden-Wuttemberg area from the Middle Ages to the 20th century. 
(Cost - 89 DM) 

Also acquired at that time was Spuren Judischen Lebens in Wurttembert und die National Sozialistische 
Verfolgung, copyright 1988 by Gesellschaft fur Christlich-Judische Zusammenarbeit (CJZ) Stuttgart e. V., 
Marienstrasse 1, 70178 Stuttgart, published by Hermann Krauss GmbH & Co., 70839 Gerlingen (This was gi- 
ven to each reunion participant.). This chronicles the Jews in Wurttemberg from the Middle Ages to their per- : 
secution at the hands of the Nazis. It contains many archival documents and photographs. A valuable list of 
other books written about towns in this area is included. 

Another publication by the same Society for Christian-Jewish Collaboration is a pamphlet called Judische — 
Gemeinden in Wurttenberg - Einst und Jetzt, Synagogen und Friedhofe in Bild und Wort, Katalog zur Ausstel- 
lung, copyright 1984 (copyright group and publisher same as above). This is a compilation of pictures and 
brief histories of synagogues and cemeteries in the state of Wurttemberg.

It is teeming with documents, photographs and 
personal accounts of citizens’ experiences in the Westphalian state during the Nazi era. I purchased this 
through a friend in Dusseldorf a few years ago for 30 DM.

Although only the 52nd most carried surname among modem 
Hispanics, Cortez is probably the most recognizable because of 
Hernando Cortes, first conqueror and governor of Tenochtitlan, 
present day Mexico City. 

Cortes is of ancient origin derived from the Latin “cortar” corte- 
ous, genteel, mannerly and referred to those accompanying the 
king or belonging to the court. It is now used as a Spanish equiva- 
lent for public government body, parliament or congress. Her- 
nando Cortes was a hidalgo, who in 1504 at the age of 19 arrived in 
Santa Domingo. Bright, adventurous, enterprising, in 1518 
Cuba’s governor, Diego Valesquez approached Hernanco to estab- 
lish a colony on the mainland. 

History reflects Hernando Cortes’ success. He married twice, 
had many children both legitimate and natural, all of whom, at his 
death, were left well cared for. At least 11 of his relatives became 
encomenderos and three others, although not encomenderos, held 
important positions in the Cortes estate. 

Carolos M. Yturralde of San Diego, California traces a maternal 
line to Valero Cortez del Rey, bom in Sppain 30 March 1611. The 
del Rey was added by Valero’s great grandfather Sebastian to im- 
press upon the king his grt loyalty. 

Valero arrived in Nueva Espana from Zaragoza, Spain in 1632. 
He was one of the earliest settlers of Hidalgo del Parral. During 
his lifetime, he became one of the most influential and wealthiest 
men of Nueva Viscaya, involved in both mining and cattle in the 
present state of Chihuahua. His son, Juan, became a general and a

Sister Mary Sevilla, CSJ, 
Master Certified Graphoanal- 
yst has written an article in So- 
mos Primos concerning the 
handwriting of Hernando 
Cortes. 

His handwriting reveals Her- 
nando to be highly responsive 
to emotional experiences. His 
thinking was never far re- 
moved from emotional influ- 
ences. He could be described 
as a passionate man who was 
well able to understand the 
emotions of others. He felt 
things deeply and savored them 
for a long time. 

His thinking tended to be 
careful, methodical and based 
on established fact. At times, 
he would abandon the slower 
methodical approach and 
quickly penetrate information 
and act on a moment’s notice. 
His tendency to think systemat- 
ically and pay close attention to 
details served as a check on his 
quick emotions. His thinking 
was intense and thorough and 
he liked to be alone with his 
thoughts. He liked people but 
they sapped his energy and he 
would retreat into himself to 
“recharge his batteries.” 

Some of the supports to his 
intense thinking were strong 
organizational ability and self 
reliance. He would rather do 
something himself than dele- 
gate it to another. When prob- 
lem solving, he had the ability 
to go back into the past, gather 
information and then proceed 
into the future. He could con- 
centrate with intensity, was 
open to new ideas and had de- 





termination that never quit. 

Interestingly enough, even 
though he was strongly intro- 
verted at times, he had another 
flamboyant, outgoing side. He 
had a dramatic flair about him 
that made others enjoy listen- 
ing to his stories and even get 
caught up in his enthusiasm. 





Another contrast was that he 
preferred to do things himself 
rather than trust them to others 


~ and yet he relied on his follow- 


ers and vast numbers of Indians 
to assist him in fighting off 
Spaniards and other Indian 
tribes simultaneously. 

His handwriting shows that 





the past was painful for him be- 
cause he repressed many of his 
unpleasant thoughts, feelings 
and memories from his child- 
hood. He always wanted peo- 
ple emotionally close to him so 
one wonders if this closeness 
was withheld as a child and he 
still yearned for it as an adult.

Illinois Legislature recognizes Trail 


The Illinois State Legislature 
has joined the Indiana and Kan- 
sas legislatures in declaring the 
Trail of Death a Regional His- 
toric Trail. The new historic 
trail was created by a House 
Joint Resolution, introduced by 
Representative Duane Noland 
of Danville, Illinois. The resol- 
ution was passed by the Illinois 
House November 15 and by the 
Senate November 17. Similar 
resolutions were passed by the 
Indiana and Kansas legislatures 
in March 1994. The Missouri 
Legislature passed a resolution 


in support of the project in 


1993. 

These resolutions were in- 
troduced at the request of the 
Indian Awareness Center, a 
branch of the Fulton County 
Historical Society, Rochester, 
Indiana, near where the Trail of 
Death began. 

This new regional historic 
trail commemorates the hard- 
ships suffered by the Potawa- 
tomi Indians who were forcibly 
removed from Northern In- 
diana to Kansas in 1838. The 
march began September 4 at 
Twin Lakes, south of Ply- 
mouth, passing through Ro- 
chester, Logansport, Battle 
Ground, Lafayette and Wil- 
liamsport. They entered Illi- 
nois September 16 and passed 
through Danville, Monticello, 
Decatur, Springfield, Jackson- 
ville, Exeter and Quincy. They 
were ferried across the Missis- 
sippi River October 8 - 10. The 
long, gruelling march ended 
November 4 at Osawatomie, 
Kansas.
